incurred by delays upon the route, after it 
had passed over the road of the defendant: 
lizip, That the letter written to B. by the 
Railroad agent, when shown to Montgomery, 
did not, without some notice to the Railroad 
by him that he had shipped his cotion via 
hingston to Dalton to be shipped by them in 
terms of such letter, constitute in itself, an 
express C mtract so as to bind the company 
for loss or delay occuring beyond its ter- 
minus. 

The contract imposed by the law, (see Ccde
